CULTURAL  HINTS. 

A deep  loam  is  the  ideal  soil.  Trench  this  and  add 
plenty  of  rich  farmyard  manure.  Light  sandy  soils 
require  the  addition  of  heavy  loam.  Heavy  wet  soil 
requires  good  drainage. 

Plant  in  October  and  November  if  possible  but  in 
favourable  weather  planting  may  be  continued  until 
March.  Spread  roots  well  out  and  tread  soil  firmly. 
Should  the  early  summer  after  planting  be  dry,  give  a 
good  mulching  with  stable  manure  and  a thorough 
soaking  with  water. 

Commence  in  March  cutting  out  all  dead  and  weak 
wood,  and  in  strong  growers  cut  back  shoots  to  5 or 
6 eyes,  in  weak  growers  to  2 or  3 eyes.  Should  quantity 
of  bloom  be  desired  before  quality  do  not  prune  so  hard. 
In  climbing  roses  cut  out  only  the  dead  wood  and  weak 
shoots,  and  remove  the  ends  of  the  strong  growths. 

Immediately  mildew  is  noticed  syringe  lightly  with 
water  and  then  dust  over  with  Flowers  of  Sulphur  (5d.  per 
lb.;  distributors,  3/-  each). 

Veitch’s  Quassia  Liquid  Extract  is  most  effectual  in 
exterminating  Green  Fly.  (5/-  per  gallon  tin.) 

Caterpillars  and  Maggots  must  be  picked  ofF  by 
hand. 

For  Standards  and  Half  Standards  Briar  stocks  only 
are  used.  Dwarf  Roses  are  grown  on  Briar  Cuttings, 
Seedling  Briars,  and  Manetti  Stocks.

ROSA  RUGOSA  (Ramanas  Roses.) 

Rosa  Rugosa  is  a compact  bush  from  5 to  8 feet  high,  with  deep 
glossy  green  foliage.  The  flowers  are  large,  handsome  and 
fragrant,  from  3 to  4 inches  in  diameter,  produced  in  clusters  at 
the  end  of  the  current  season’s  shoots  on  short  downy  stalks. 
They  are  succeeded  by  globose,  berry-like  coral-red  fruits  more 
than  an  inch  in  diameter,  an  ornament  to  the  plant  not  less 
striking  than  the  flower. 

The  typical  form  has  crimson-carmine  flowers,  and  was  intro- 
duced by  us  from  the  West  Coast  of  Yesso,  where  it  grows  on  the 
shore,  close  to  high-water  mark.  It  is  therefore  a most  useful 
sea-side  plant.  Since  its  introduction  many  seminal  varieties 
have  been  obtained,  amongst  which  the  following  are  the  most 
distinct.
